To Discuss War Needs 


This Profession Will Have Large Part 


in Winning the War 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 10. — Advanced 


theories and formulas for the preser- 
vation of by-products and for the mak- 
ing of munitions as well as latest de- 
velopments in meditinal remedies, dis- 
infectants, dyes and dyestuffs are to 
be discussed by the American Chemic- 
al Society at its fifty-fifth annual con- 
vention which began in this city to- 
day. 


Although many chemists of the 


United States are busily engaged with 
war orders, it is expected that at least 
a thousand members of the society 
will participate in the convention pro- 
ceedings. 
It is the first large gather- 


ing of chemical engineers and experts 
held since the beginning of the war 
and since the present great develop- 
ment of the chemical business in the 
United States.

Your superiors, from 
the commanding general down, are 
just as much bound to respect the reg- 
ulations of the Army as you are; this 
includes respect for the rights of 
every soldier. 


"Militar yauthority will be exercis- 


ed with firmness, kindness, and jus- 
tice. While maintaing discipline ami 
the thorough and prompt performan.iu 
of military duty, all officers, in deal- 
ing witn unlisted men, will bear in 
mind 
the absolute necessity 
of so 


treating them as to preserve their 
self-respect. Officers will keep in us' 
close touch as possible with1 the ;meii 
under their command and will strive 
to build up such relations of conli-- 
dence and sympathy as will insure tiie 
free approach of their men to them 
for counsel and assistance.

Necessary Rule Of Army Life 


Discipline is the necessary rule of 


life in the Army and is not in the 
least inconsistent with your own pride 
and selfrespect as a citizen and a sol- 
dier. 


The person whom you obey may be 


an office.-, a noncommissioned' officer, 
or even another private who has beer, 
given authority 
to command yoy. 


Whether you like him or net "you 
must respect his position and author- 
ity, 
and reflect honor and credit o:; 


yourself and your profession by yield- 
ing to all superiors that complete and 
unhesitating obcdianco 
which is the 


pleasure as well as the duty of every 
true soldier." 
(Manual 
of Noncom- 


missioned Officers and Privates, p. 2.'' 


Remember also that there arc cer- 


tain restrictions upon the relations! of 
officers and men which arc a neces- 
sary part of Army discipline. An of- 
ficer, even though in private life he 
may he your warm friend and asc-,oc!- 
ate, is expected not' to mingle witii 
you or other men in the ranks on 
terms of familiarity* This is a ruic 
that is often far from iiyi.eeable to 
the officer; but he bas no more power 
to change it than you have.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 10. — Advanced 


theories and formulas for the preser- 
vation of by-products and for the mak-
